FROM NICARAGUA. 

New Yobk Oct. 18. 

The steamer Texas has arrived at Njifolk 
with later dates from Nicaragua. 
- Walker's troops had evacu»d Mossaic and 
were concentrating at Greraoa, upon which 
city his armies wers advancing, killing many 
of his men by tbe wayside. 

A decisive battle was expected on the 22d of 
October. The enemy had two thousand troops, 
and were expecting a reinforcement of nine hun- 
dred to one thousand more. Walker was re- 
ceiving reinforcements, numbers from the States 
and California. 

The attack upon San Jacinto by the troops 
under Byron Cole, appears to be a more 'mpor 
tant arT/.ir than at first supposed. There were 
twelve killed, including Col. Cole, Lieutenants 
Reed and HutcbiBs, and ten wounded, inclu- 
ding six officers; three are missing. The loss 
of the enemy is said to be very severe. Lieut. 
Jennings Estelle, formerly Marshal of Tennes- 
see, was shot at Grenada o» the 19 h of Sep- 
tember, for the murder in the guard-bouse, of 
Lieut. Chas. Gordon. 

Gen. Walker had revoked the decrees abol- 
lshibg slavery in Grenada. 

M?jor Hess had been dispatched by Walker 
to exchange with the United States the ratifi- 
cation treaty confirmed by the Senate at Wash- 
ington. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 18 
The followirg resolutions passed the Fil'more 
and Donelson executive committee to-day by a 
vote of 20 to 7: 

Resohed, That we deem it inexpedient to 
make any alteration in the Fillmore and Donel- 
son electoral ticket >n this State, and we are 
firmly convinced that any interference with it 
would be the means of giving the State to Mr. 
Buchanan instead of defeating him. 

Resolved. That we decline to accept either c f 
the propositions of the North American State 
central committee, being satisfied that the elec- 
toral ticket already in the fHd is the only one 
on which all opposed to Mr. Buchanan can 
successfully unite, and pled*.ng it to uncompro- 
mising opposition and to the defeat under any 
nd i-ll circumstances of his election. 
This action renders any further union of the 
Fremont and Fillmore parties in Pennsylvania 
very improbable. Tbe original Fillmore elec- 
toral ticket will be run. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 18. 
The executive committees of the American, 
North American, and Republican par'ies were 
engaged yesterday arranging matters for the 
Presidential campaign. The attempted fusion 
between the Americans and Republicans failed. 
The former passed resolutions declaring it inex- 
pedient. The Republicans; joined by a portion 
tion cf the North Amei leans, formed an elec- 
toral ticket, headed by John C Freman as one 
f the electors lor the State et large. Tbe 
Fillmore papers publish the regular electoral 
ticket. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 18. 
Official Democratic majorities — Columbia 
1(599, Centre 327, Clinton 131, Perry 158, Lu- 
zerne 1001, Carbon 653. L j high 861. U:iiou 
mej irities — Snyder 250, Union 440. 

The official vote gives a larger increase in the 
Democratic maj cities. It is now cocceied 
that the majority will exceed 6,000. 

Indianapolis, Oct. 18. 
The official vote of eighty-eight counties 
give an aggregate uujjrity for the Democrats 
of 17,674 and for the Republicans of 12,167. 
The Democratic majority is 5,607, with 'hree 
counties yet to hear trom, which will reduce it 
to abou f #3,000. The Republican* have a ma- 
jority of tnree in the Senate. The Hauseis 
Democratic. 

Baltimore, Oct. 18. 
The Savannah papers are still at issue with 
regard to the Florida election. Both parties 
claim the victory. 

The Norfolk papers state that the steamer 
Texas, from San Juan, put in there Thursday 
for coal and stores. 

New York, Oct. 18. 
Charles Carpenter, charged with being a prin- 
cipal in the late railroad fraud in France, was 
arrested near Newburg. A clue has been ob- 
tained to a large amount of the embezzled 
funds.

The Sources c f the Nile — We learn froit 
English pipers that the Expedition initiated by 
the Viceroy of E^ypt to discover the sources of 
the Nile, and which for months has occupied 
the attention cf the lean ed in Euiope, has, 
after unavoidable delays, started under the 
command of Count d'E-cayial de I'Auture. 

The Count, having been authorised by the 
Vicficy to select twelve assistant*, sought in 
Aus'ria for officers oi topographical ceiebritj; 
in Russia a well informed engineer; in France 
for naturalists; and in Erglend for nautical as- 
sistants. An excellent photographer (M. 
Gag ue of New Orleans), so necessary on such 
an exploration, was furnished by the United 
States. The instruments necessary for obser- 
vation were obtained in London, Paris, Berlin, 
and Vienna. 

Ttij expedition, which has for its object fhe 
discovery ot portions cf Africa where the foot 
of the white man has never trod, promises to 
make us better acquainted with these unknown 
regions than we are wi!h some parts of Europe. 
It has been furnished with everything that can 
insure success, and will be accompanied by a 
sufficient escort for its protection. The Count 
d'Etcayral has had great experience. Thus 
the problem of the sources of the Nile is near 
its solution, and the interior of Africa will 
probably be opened to science about the same 
time that the Red Sea, through the Isthmus of 
Suez, will be opened to the commerce of the 
world. The Count and bis companions were to 
begin the ascent of the Nile at Cairo, on the 1st 
of October, and its return, which may be look- 
ed for towards the end of 1858, will prove a 
great event in the scientific world. 

Captain R. Burton, so celebrated for his da- 
riog visit to Mecca and Medina, and bis jour- 
ney to Abyssinia, is also about to start, under 
the direction cf the British Geographical Soci- 
ety for East Africa, for the purpose of penetra- 
ting to Lake Unidmesi, and, if possible, to the 
sources of the Nile.

In one of *Lrse visits h? became acquainted 
with the young Marquis de Lafayette, who had 
recently arrived from France in company with 
a number of French, G-erman, and Polish offi- 
cers, among whom was Baron de K:db. The 
Ma-quis was not quite twenty }<ars of age; 
Le had already been married nearly three years 
to a lacy of rann and fortune. Full of the 
romance of liberty, he had lorn himself from 
his youthful bride, turned his back upon the 
gayeties and splendors of a court, and, in defi- 
ance of impediments and difficulties multiplied 
in his path, had made his way to America to 
jo n its hazardous fortunes. 

He sent in his letters of recommendation to 
Mr. Loveil, cLairman of the Committee of 
Foreign Affairs, and applied the next day at 
the door of Congress to know his success. 
Mr. Lovell answered that Congress was em- 
barrassed by a number ft fo r eign applications, 
many without meri*. Lafayette immediately 
sent in the following note: ''After icy sacri- 
fices, I have the right to ask Iwo favor?; one is 
to serve at mv own expense; the other is to 
commence by serving as a volunteer." This 
simple appeal had its effec'; it called the atten- 
tion to his peculiar ca9e, and Congress resolved 
on ihe 3ist of July that, in consideration of bis 
zeal, his il'us'rious family and connections, he 
should have the rank of Major General in the 
Hrmy of the United States. It was at a public 
'iinner where a number of members of Con- 
gress were present that Lafayette first saw- 
Washington. He immediately knew him, he 
said, from the officers who surrounded him, by 
his commanding air and persoD. When the 
party was breaking up, Washington took him 
aside, complimented him in a gracious manner 
on his disinterested aeal and the generosity cf 
his conduct, and invited him to make his head- 
quarters his kome "I cannot promise you the 
luxuries of a court," said he, "but as you have 
become an American soldier, you will-doubt- 
less accommodate yourself to the fare of an 
American army "

With all 
this, it is curious, however, to notice the deep 
regard they betray tor old England, and fhe nu- 
merous inquiries they make as to the distance 
from Southampton to Stratford on Avon, Ab- 
botsford, and other places counected with 
England's peaceful worthies The arrival of 
the Merrimac is a godsend for Southampton, 
on account of the money the men and officers 
wi'l spend in town. Bumboats and boats iadeu 
with provisions and visitors are continually go- 
ing eff to the frigate. Since Mr. Croskey, the 
American consul, brought the first U. S. mail 
packet to Southampton, half a million sterling 
has been spent in that town in American dol- 
lars from the various mea-of-war and mail 
packets belonging to the Uni ; ed States that have 
called at that port. 

Southampton, Sep 27, 1856. 

To-day Mr. J. R Croskey, the American con- 
sul at this port, paid an official visit to this gi- 
gantic steam frigate, and after inspecting tt:e 
interior and exchanging the usual compli-nents 
with the captain and officers, returned on shore, 
t'-e Merrimac firl: g the usual consular saiu'e 
Yesterday at noon the friga'e fired m salute of 
21 guns in honor of the Bu ish flag, which was 
returned from the platform battery. The Mer- 
rimac is beginning to attract visitors, and it is 
expected that during the forthcoming week sfi? 
will be inspected by many sciemifi: and pro- 
fessional gentlemen. For the pre?ent, owing to 
he; immense lergth and great draught of water, 
she lies moored at somv distance fron. theport, 
in order to give proper room for the ship to 
swing, without at the ?ame time inconvenien- 
cirg or impeding the regular navigation of the 
Southampton water. To-day Capt. Penc'er- 
gast, accompanied by six or eight cf his prin- 
cipal officers, ail in full uniform, landed to pay 
an official visit to the Mayor of Southampton, 
Mr. R Andrews, by whom they were most cor- 
dially received. It Is expected the Merrimac 
will remain about 4 or 5 weeks at Southampton. 
In a few days the ship wili be thrown open to 
the public, and the tfficers, who are a remarka- 
bly fine, intelligent, aod gentlemanly set ot men, 
seem determined to offjr a polite reception to 
any English visitors 

H r e take the following passage from 
Lamartine's new volume. It embodies one ot 
those half fanciful generalizations which are 
ever haunting minds of high imaginative pow- 
er as the shadows of inaccessible truths: 

On whatever side you regard the fla> ks o? 
the Alpine region, whether on the nearest em- 
inences, the slope of the glacier, the roof or 
the dwelling place, the walls ot the building, 
the store of wood, the stable, or the fountain, 
the eye encounters nothirg but pine, alive or 
dead. The Swi'z^r and the pine-'ree are 
brethren. It seems as if Providence had as- 
signed tc every distinct race of human beii gi 
a special t ree, which accompanies them, or 
which they follow throughout their 'errestrial 
peregrinations; a tree which affords them nour- 
ishment, heat, drink, shelter; which gathers 
them together under its branches, forms as if 
were a member ot the domestic circle, and be- 
comes in fact a household god, attached to ev- 
ery individual hearthstone. It is thus with 
the m ilberry in China, the date in Africa, the 
fig in India, the oak in France, the orange in 
Italy, the vine in Spain and Burgundy, the pine 
in Switzerland, and the palm in Oceanica. 
The animal and vegetable world are bound to- 
gether by invisible ties; annihilate trees, and 
man must perish. 

More Paupers and Convicts frcm Europe. 
The late English papers state that seventy-five 
paupers from the village of Ennis, in Ireland, 
have been embarked for Australia and America, 
b a letter of the Berlin correspondent of the 
London Times, dated Sept. 23, is given an ac- 
count of the marriage ceremonies of the Grand 
Duke of Baden, who, on that joyous occasion, 
pardoned a number of criminals, some of whom 
are graciously "permitted" to make America 
their future home. We quote the following 
extract from the letter: 

Twenty-six persons under punishment or im- 
prisonment for various misdemeanors are en- 
tirely pardoned, and four "convicts." condemn- 
ed, some to imprisonment for life, others for 20 
years, have received permission to emigrate to 
America. Among the 26 prisoners mentioned 
above are to be fourd all who had been com- 
mitted for political offences. 

Shak-peare and Dante. — bhakspeare al- 
most always implies a total differe .ee in nature 
between one human being and another; one be- 
ing from the birth pure and affectionate, another 
base and cruel; and he displays each in it? 
sphere as hav.ng the nature of dove, wolf, or 
lion, never much implying the government or 
change of nature by any external principle. 
There can be no question that iu the main he is 
right in ttiis view of hunran nature; still, the 
other form of virtue does exist occasionally, 
and was never, as far as I recolUct, taken mucn 
note ol by him. And wiih this stern view of 
humanity Shakspeare joined a sorrowful view 
of fa ( e, clcsely resemnlkg that of the ancients 
He is distinguished from Dante eminently by 
his faiways dwelling on last causes instead of 
nr-t causes. Dante invariably points to the 
moment of the soul'd choice which fixed its 
fate, to the instant of the day w^en it read no 
further, or determined to give bad advice about 
practicing. 

But Sliakspeare always leans on the force of 
fate, as it urges the final evil; and dwells with 
infinite hi terness on the power of the wicked 
aud the hifioitude of result dependent seeming- 
ly on little things A fool brings the last piece 
of news from Verona, ami the dearesc li- es of 
its noble houses are lost; they might have been 
sav»d if the sacristan had not s'umbled ta he 
walked. Othello mislays his handkerchief, 
aud there remains nothing for him but death 
Hamlet gets hold of the wrong foil and the rest 
is silence. Edmund's runner is a moment too 
late at the prison, and the feather will not move 
at Cordelia's lips. Salisbury a moment too 
late at the tower, and Arthur lies on the stones 
dead. Goneril aud Iago have on the whole in 
this world, Sbakspeare sees, much of their 
own way, though they come to a bad end. It 
is a pin that death pierces the king's fortress 
walls with; and carelessness and folly sit, scep- 
tered and dreadful, side by side with the pin- 
armed skeleton. — Ruskin.

A ti l Her sat in the boat play ing hveiy 
airs, while cannon resounded from the shore, 
and cLurch-beii3 rang out merriiy over the 
water. 

On landing, thi bride walked to the priest's, 
and was then arrayed in her wedding garments 
She wore a dress of white siik, and ou her Lead 
a wreath of dowers, wtile a veil descended 
over her shoulders aimost to her feet, the face 
being left uncovered. Three o'clock P. ML 
was the time for perfornrng the ceremony. The 
p iest afterward^ made an oration, and receiv- 
ed for it a fee of twenty dollars. He is equaily 
elcq lent at funerals, provided he is paid for it.

Gathering Apples — 1'h-s apple crop tm 
season in ai sections of the country is very 
mall and t e fruit knotty and indifferent; yei 
«ven this inferior fruit is much better tha 
none, j jgd, on account of its scarcity, it shoul 
be gathered wi'b care. There are many kinds 
of apples which are celebrated as long keeping 
winter apples at the No- th, butic the Southwest 
tbev prove little better than fall fruit and about 
tl is sea.«o»i begin to fail rapidly from the trees 
These with the regular crop of fall apple; 
shouM now be gathered, put i;i barrels, and set 
in a cool place, to be assorted over after stand- 
ing thus a week or >wo. The winter apple* 
nny remain on the trees some time longer ii 
they are not falling too fast, as they are very 
sp: to do after so dry a season. Ia case it is 
found too great a loss to leave them for further 
miturity, they may now be gathered, and in 
gathern g ihem remember thata barrel of care- 
fully haiid-j icked apples is worth two or three 
ba r rels that have been bruised from careless 
ha idiing. Apples that are expected to keep 
several months should be handled as carefully 
as eggs, for the slightest bruise will, by break- 
in? up tne cells of the pulp, admit the air to 
the juice and give rise to a fermentation which 
w..l soon destroy the fruit. There is no profit 
ir. carelessly handled fruit of any kind, nor can 
the luxury of fine apples be enjoyed during the 
spring famine without careful gathering am 1 
subsequent handling. Pryor Reds, Jennets, 
and other kind- which wilt by exposure to the 
air should be kept in close barrelsor boxes or 
they soon lose their freshness and become 
tough and ill-flavored. Little Romanites, Pip- 
pins, and some other kircU with tough, waxy 
skins will bear more exposure. You can easi- 
ly tell an apple that will wilt from one which 
will keep well if exposed to the air. The lat- 
ter when rubbed by the hand will show a waxy 
polish on the surface, while the wilting kind 
will seem dry and without polish when rubbed. 
The Northern Spy and Little Romanite are good 
examples of wha f we mean by waxy skins. 
This difference in the outward coating of an 
apple is of much importance in keeping, par- 
ticularly if kept in a cellar, or, as is vometimes 
dose, by burying it; the earth. It will be found 
that those with a waxy coat will keep well in 
such places and contract no bad flavor, but the 
dry skinned varieties will be frequently mined 
by contracting an earthy flavor, particularly 
if buried in the ground. 

Persons who have regular fruit rooms, we 
presume, are so well informed as to the best 
way to keep frui*, that they require no instruc- 
tions from U3. Bat there are many farmers 
who have good orchards, who every year allow 
a large portion of their crop to rot on the ground 
or be ea'e.n by hogs, because they have no con- 
venient way of kteping so large a lot through 
the wi: ter. We have been in large orchards 
in some seasons, in which we could walk al- 
most in any direction, treading on apples at 
every stop, many of them of good keeping va- 
rieties. This ought not to be so, and in many 
cases it would not, if the owners knew of any 
good cheap method of keeping them. In the 
absence of a good dry cellar, when there is a 
large crop of apples, we would make a square 
pea with 8 feet stakes, and another on« outside 
of this with rails long enough to give at least 
afoot space between the Inner and outer,rails, 
then fill up the space with straw or leaves; lay 
some stakes or sticks in the bbttom of the pen 
and cover wi'h dry leaves, and then fill the pen 
with alterna'e layers of leaves arjd apple9, rais- 
ing the pen a3 you progress till as high as you 
want it. Now top off with a good coating of 
leaves, and cover either with rough boards or 
straw so as to shed the rain, and your apples 
will keep well thro igh the winter, ard can be 
got at with but iittie trouble at any time. This 
is a rough way. we admit, but it is much better 
than to allow them to waste, or feed them to 
stock at a time of year when they generally 
have aa abundance of other food. Those who 
prefer to make their apples into cider, may do 
so profitably, and should aim at making a supe- 
rior article. ' Oa this subject we may say 
thing hereafter. 



Dirt Roads.-Ruts -In the winter and spring 
the common dirt roa is of the country are almost 
impassable much of the time, on account of the 
deep ruts worn in th ;m by persons driving in the 
tracks caused by the wheels of v«hicles These 
ruts hold the water, and every wheel that goes 
into them makes them deeper, and lets the water 
to a fresh portion of the soil, to be softened and 
worked up by the next passer, until at last it has 
no bottom short of the hub of the whe;l. All 
this might be avoided if persons in the f all and 
early winter would carefully avoid driving with 
their wheels in the ruts. Instead of this, let 
each one drive on the edge of the rut, and try 
to level it down, so that there shall be no place 
for the water to stand. With this precaution, 
and a little labor to keep the bed of the road 
rounded up and drained, country roads 
be good most of the year, and be con- 
improving. It is nothing but habit and 
which causes drivers to allow their 
wheels to run in ruts. A little pains to over- 
come the habit, and a few good examples, would 
be of great service, and add much to the com- 
fort of those who travel dirt roads.

A correspondent of the American 
nithes the following: 

We will five you our experience with a cheap 
ice-bouse. Four years ago last January, we 
bad one dug, of the following dimensions, viz: 
ten feet every way; this was dug on high ground 
into a firm clay; after getting it this depth, we 
bad the botrom made into a bowl shape, and 
laid down small logs across it; at the surface 
we had a pen made of logs, around the edge, 
to the height of four feet, and the dirt that came 
oat of the hole was thrown up and rammed 
around the pen; this pen increased the depth to 
fourteen f eet .

win fill my house, and it has been empty but 
once in four years, and that was in November, 
and then it was emptied by taking out cart- 
loads at a time for extraordinary purpose?. Af- 
er the bank was thrown up aroui d the pen 
we set in four blocks at the corners, and laid 
upon them two courses of logs, twenty feet 
Ions; they were cut this length in order to 
hrow the eaves some five or six feet from the 
ice, and thereby secuie it from the intrusion of 
water There wa< left sufficient space be 
tweenthe logs to a.'mit a free circulation of 
air. Trie walls hav* crumbled very little — 
more th? first year than any' since, xnd this was 
caused by r<»ts. We paid a worKman four dol- 
lars for putting on the roof, hanging doors, &c, 
a id this was the whole co ; t, save the labor of 
four rarm tiaii(i3, two da>s> digging und put- 
ting up the log;, and the cost of materials. 

We will give you our plan of saving seed 
eorn: several years' trial proves it to be a good 
o- e. and it has been sfrikii gly demonstrated 
this season. Owing to bad seed, the corn gen- 
erally in this region came up badly tnis spring; 
a large number of farmers had to fur; ow their 
land out and plant over, others had more or less 
or replanting to do. We were spared the 
trouble of replanting a single hill, as we be- 
lieve that every on« of ours came up, and we 
attribute it altogether to seed saved as follows: 
Directions were given last fall to the hands, 
when they commenced cutting up corn, to 
leave such stalks is had two or more good ears 
on them; the«e were permitted to stand until 
the corn was thoroughly ripe; after it was suf- 
ficiently cured, the corn was gathered with the 
shuck on, and put into the barn and left until 
near plantinc time; it was then shucked, and 
the best ears selected for seed. This plan ob- 
viates the danger of cutting too green, of heat- 
ing in the heap, of freezing, &. , 

Cultivation of Winter Wheat. — No 
soil can produce wheat unless it contains in an 
available condition all the inorganic elements 
of plants. It does not follow, however, that 
f these are present in sufficient quantity the 
oil will produce good wheat. Indian corn is 
composed of precisely the same elements as 
wheat, and the proportions are nearly identical 
Yet we have much laud that produces excellent 
corn, that is not adapted to wheat culture. We 
know so little in regard to the mannrial re- 
quirements of Indian corn that we can offer 
no chemical explanations of this fact. We 
know that wheat requires in the soil a large 
quantity of ammonia fo- the production of a 
good crop; and nearly every well established 
fact in regard to corn culture goes to show that 
the same is true of this crop. We come to the 
conclusion, therefore, that while it is probable 
there ars some chemical causes why one soil is 
better adapted to wheat culture than another, 
yet that, sj far as we can see at present, the dif- 
ference is owing principally to the mechanical 
conditions and texture of the soil. 

Wheat delights in a compact, calcareous 
loam, rather c ayey than sandy. We have 
heard farmers say that they preferre J a sandy 
to a clayey soil for wheat, but this opinion 
arises from the fact that most of our clay land 
n*eda underdraining. A calcareous clay that 
is underdrained or naturally dry is better for 
wheat than a sandy soil under similar condi- 
tions. Why it is, we know in part — the double 
silicate of alumina and soda parts with its so ia 
and absorbs ammonia frcm rain water, the at- 
mosphere, and from any other bodies co-itain- 
iug it. Sand doss not possess this property; 
and herein lies oiie reason why a clay soil is 
better for wheat than a sandy one. Clays, too, 
have the power of absorbing and retaining 
moio'ure to a much greater extent lhan sand. 
B it wecaa overcom; both these drawbacks by 
an extensive cultivation tl clover, peas, tur- 
nips, , on the sandy soils. These piaurs ab- 
s j; b am:i-'Ot:ia from rain-water and the atmo- 
sphere, and thus accomplish the same end as the 
double silicate of alumina and soda, while 1he 
carbonaceous products arising from their de- 
composition in the soil give the soil an increased 
capacity for absorbing and retaining moisture. 
These considerations lead to the conclusion 
that the farmer has the means in his power to 
make a sandy soil as good lor wheat-growing 
purposes as a clayey one, in every respect, go 
far as we can see to the contrary with the little 
light we possess on this subject", except in its 
mechanical condition. 

As we have said, a wheat soil must be com- 
pact. If it is not so naturally, mechanical 
means should be employed to compress it. 
Treading light wheat land in the fall or early 
in the spring with sheep is frequently beneficial, 
and a good heavy roller is decidedly advanta- 
geous. Crosskill's Clou Crusher, compressing 
land as it does similar to the treading of sheep, 
>s found very useful on sandy wheat fields in 
England. We are earnest advocates of deep 
plowing and thorough pulverization of the soil, 
but these must not De carried to excess in wheat 
culture. It is easy to make the light land too 
line and loose for wheat. When wheat is sown 
ou a clover sod after one plowing, it is not ad- 
visable to plow it too deep; it the sod is alt cov- 
ered and a good "seed bed" obtained, that is 
enough. Subsoil and plow deep for corn and 
root crops, and if you summer fallow, for wheat 
alsc; but if wheat is sown at one furrow on a 
clover sod turned under immediately betore 
seeding, we should seldom go more than six 
inches deep. The best large fisld of wheat we 
ever saw in England was on a calcareous loam 
that had been two years in red clover, grazed 
with sheep, which, a considerable portion of 
the time, were allowed a pound of oil-cake a 
day. It was plowed about three inches deep, 
just before sowing, and a busbei and a hall of 
seed drilled in per acre, one foot apart in the 
drills. The yield was 55 bushels per acre. 

The question of thick or thin sowing, so 
fiercely agitated in England a few years ago, 
by Davis, Mechi, Huxtable, and other ultra ag- 
ricultur «1 reformers, is now pretty much deci- 
ded. A peck of seed to the acre is amply suf- 
ficient, as they contended, if it all grows, and 
the crop escapes wire-worms, winter-kill, &.c; 
but it is found that those who practice such ex- 
treme thin seeding always lose more from these 
causes than those who sow thicker, and that 
those losses more than counterbalance the gain 
from saving a bushel or two of seed per acre. 
Taking into consideration the many pests that 
infest our wheat crop, we are inclined to think 
that, if anything, we sow too thin. Two bush- 
els per acre is none too much when broadcast, 
or a bushel and three pecks when sown by the 
drill. The majority of English farmers sow 
three bushels per acre, and we know some ot 
them who sow 3* and even four bushels per 
acre. This would be greatly too much in our 
but we must not err in the other direc- 
tor met. 



Clover Seed.— The inundations in the south of 
France, where a large quantity of clover seed is 
usually raised for the English market, have ma- 
terially injured the crop, and it is (eared Hover 
seed will be scarce. Farmers should raise all 
they can. Do not be tempted to turn your cat- 
tle into any clover field you have set apart for 
seed— better feed a little hay, or buy a few hun- 
dred bushels of shorts, which are now very 
cheap. — Or*. Farmer.
